Liam Teague is not only a world-class steel pan virtuoso and recording artist, but also Head of 
Steel Pan Studies at Northern Illinois University. He has promoted and commissioned many 
pieces of all styles and is well known for his passion for using steel pan in classical music, and 
for a multitude of instrument combinations with steel pan in university recital repertoire. He has 
also done zoom calls with the U of T steel pan ensemble during Covid and is always very 
supportive of our program. Liam generously loaned us this arrangement to perform this evening. 


Jump in the Line 
Lord Kitchener (Aldwyn Roberts), arr. J. Duerden 
Jump in the Line is a Trinidad classic, also known as “Shake Senora”. This song came first in 
the 1946 Trinidad Carnival Road March, only a few years after the steel pan had been invented. 
It has been recorded by many artists, including Harry Belafonte, and has been used in the films 
“Beetlejuice” and “Little Mermaid: Ariel’s Beginning.” It is often played with increasing tempo 
changes from slow to fast for dancing. 


Tempted to Touch 
Rupee, arr. Liam Teague 
Tempted to Touch was a 2002 hit for Barbadian soca musician Rupee. It achieved number 1 on 
the US Dance Singles chart and is a good example of a slow soca with a reggaeton beat for 
steel pan.

W.A. Mozart, arr. Martin Neuland 
This classic by Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart is one his most recognized compositions, the title 
meaning “a little night music”. It was completed in 1787 but not published until 1827. This 
arrangement was done by Martin Neuland, a steel band teacher with the TDSB. This will show 
you the versatility of the steel pan in classical music. 


Fifty Years of Hits! 
Various Artists, arr. J. Cullen 
This medley of songs includes pop, rock, reggae and disco hits from the past fifty years, as well 
as movie themes and some well-known classical motifs. See how many you can recognize 
here. This medley was specially arranged for the West Humber Collegiate Institute Senior Steel 
Band for their Arts Night production.

Pan in “A” Minor 
Lord Kitchener, arr. P. McNeilly, transcribed. J. Cullen 
Pan in A Minor is one of the “classics” of steel pan, performed by steel bands from Trinidad to 
Switzerland and everywhere in between. Lord Kitchener won the Trinidad road march 
competition ten times between 1965 and 1976, more times than any other calypsonian. 
Tonight’s arrangement was done by “PanMan Pat” McNeilly, the first steel pan teacher for 
Etobicoke schools. Listen for the chromatic runs and exciting rhythmic variations, a requisite in 
Trinidad Panorama arrangements.

JAPANESE TAIKO ENSEMBLE

Renshu Daiko 
Seiichi Tanaka 
Renshd Daiko literally means ‘practice song’. Played in rounds, this piece incorporates many 
traditional patterns and techniques found in Japanese taiko music. 


lwai 
Kiyoshi Nagata 
Iwai or ‘celebrate’ in Japanese, is an upbeat piece depicting the lively scene of a Japanese 
festival (matsuri). The drummers shout “Yoisho” which is a call of encouragement when the 
portable shrine is paraded around the festival. 


Sanmyaku Daiko 
Kiyoshi Nagata 
Literally meaning ‘Mountain Range’, this piece envisions three groups of drummers from a 
distance, calling back and forth to each other from the mountaintops. 


Futten (Boiling Point) 
Yoshikazu Fujimoto 
This song is based on the traditional, improvised style of drumming found in the Mikuni area in 
Fukui Prefecture. 


Ogi Matsuri Daiko 
Yoshikazu Fujimoto 
Ogi is a small port town located on the southern part of Sado Island in Niigata Prefecture. The 
local villagers play this piece during Ogi Matsuri (festival) every August on taiko attached to 
large mobile carts.
